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Anti-Zionist Reform Rabbis 
Declare Movement Not 
Representative of Jewry

id ATLANTIC CITY—More than sixty Reform rabbis from various 


of the country, constituting a minority group in the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis who oppose Zionism and the crea- 
tion of a separate Jewish Army, held a two-day session in the Chelsea 
Hotel here this week to discuss a number of problems including the 
question of “whether the creation of a Jewish State in Palestine is 
consonant with the universal messages of Moses and the Prophets.” 
“pr. Louis Wolsey of Philadelphia, presiding at the meeting, in 
his opening address declared that “what we shall do here is subject 
to the considered opinion of those who have voluntarily and con- 
yincingly assembled here.” He then explained that the conference 
will state “whether or not the Zionist speaker is right when he 
claims, even before the governments of the world, that he represents 
the opinions of our four million Jews and whether or not the Zionist 
movement means to absorb the totality of Jewish life.” 


“Here we shall say,” Dr. Wolsey continued, “whether, as some 
have asserted, Zionism is equivalent to the Jewish religion; whether 
return to God means a return to nationalism; whether or not our 
salvation is in our religion or in a Jewish soil; whether retreat to 
nationalistic ghetto is a surrender of the great universal message of 
the Jewish prophet and sage; whether we shall yield our sacred 
Jewish tradition to a movement which is completely and deliberate- 
ly non-religious; in a word, whether we should consent to the de- 
struction of our faith.” 

“As responsible teachers in Israel and men who have dedicated 
our lives to the faith of Israel,” Dr. Morris A. Lazaron of Baltimore 
said, “We have not only the right but the duty to consider our stand 
not only on the practical aspects of the Congress-Zionist claims, but 
also on the wisdom and wholesomeness and truth of their philosophy. 
We cannot by our silence seem to give consent to those things we 
reject. There are those who look to us for guidance. Before them, 
our own conscience and our fellow Americans we must speak the 
_ truth as we see it on these vital issues. 

“The resolutions of the Zionist congress meetings reveal incon- 
sistencies which are hard to reconcile. They proclaim unreserved 
support of the United Nations, yet continue to agitate for a Jewish 
Army. They declare for cooperation with the Arabs, but demand 
that the Jewish Agency have full control of immigration. They deny 
nationalism for the Jews, but demanding international status for the 
Jewish people, call upon Jews who are citizens of other countries to 
work for a political goal related to a land other than their own. No 
stable future for the Jew in Palestine or anywhere else can be built 
on such foundations. While I understand the utter despair that 
breeds nationalism in Jewish life, it makes me sick at heart to con- 
template that the people which gave the world its universal dream 
are urged to turn its back upon its greatest gift at the very moment 
in history when the free people of the world are united in an epic 
struggle to preserve that dream.” 

Dr. David Philipson of Cincinnati read a paper on “The Message 
of Reform Judaism to American Israel” in which he traced the history 
of Reform Judaism contrasting it as a religion with Zionism, which 


he said is purely political endeavor. Rabbi Abraham Shusterman of 
Baltimore spoke on the subject.

Nazi Paper Tells 
How Jews Buried 
In Mass Graves 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 


ZURICH—Collective graves for 
Jews are the latest Nazi innova- 
tion in the ghetto in Warsaw, ac- 
cording to a report published in 
the Hamburger Fremdenblatt, one 
of the leading newspapers in Ger- 
many, reaching here this week. 


Stating that the mass graves 
are intended for Jews whose fam- 
ilies cannot provide for their fu- 
neral, the Nazi newspaper de- 
scribes them as follows: “The mass 
grave is a trench thirty meters 
long and twenty meters wide 
filled with naked corpses of men, 
women and children. The Jewish 
grave-diggers are continually 
working at great speed as the 
death rate in the ghetto, with 600,- 
000 inhabitants, is enormous. The 
corpses are buried by covering 
them with only a few shovels full 
of earth; consequently sometimes 
heads, feet or hands are seen pro- 
truding above the earth.”

Y FRIEND, Mr. Weinberger, takes issue 
with my forgiving spirit. He recalls that 
several weeks ago I told Mr. Coughlin to take 


himself to a monastery for long, long penitence. . 


When, thoroughly shriven at last, he merges, 
I shall be glad to be at the monastery’s gates 
to take his hand and call him brother and 


_priest. 


Mr. Weinberger says that this made it 
quite evident to him that I don’t say my morn- 
ing prayers regularly, if at all. 

Mr. Weinberger winked: “When was it 
last that you bound yourself in the phylacteries 
and wrapped yourself in the talith and said 
the prayers of the morning?” 

I said the question was quite beside the 
point of Father Coughlin humbling himself in 
a monastery to seek forgiveness and what 
did it have to do with Mr. Coughlin anyway. 

Mr. Weinberger replied that if I said my 
morning prayers regularly and thoughtfully I 
would have known that it’s practically no use 
for me to offer forgiveness to Mr. Coughlin. 
For several thousand years my forefathers — 
blessed be their sainted names—prayed against 
slanderers, and even to this time every morn- 
ing there is praying against slanderers in all 
the synagogues. 

Who am I, then, to oppose my soft-headed 
purposes against the wisdom of my ancestors 
who regard slander as among the worst of all 
sins. “Go to the prayer book,” Mr. Weinberg- 
er said, “and see for yourself. ” He cited page 
and paragraph and, sure enough, there I found 
it: 

“And. for slanderers let there be no hope 
and let all wickedness perish in a moment. The 
dominion of arrogance do Thou uproot and 
crush, cast down and humble speedily in our 
days. Blessed art Thou, O Lord, who humbl- 
est the arrogant.”

It was quite evident that my forgiving 
spirit had risen impudently against the prayer 
book which leaves people like Coughlin utter- 
ly without any hope of heaven. “For slan- 
derers let there be no hope” . But compas- 
sionately I asked myself what’s to become of 
Coughlin? Shall he be left hopeless between 
heaven and earth eternally? I am not a person 
who could enjoy my portion of paradise if 
through the windows of heaven I saw Mr. 
Coughlin swinging between heaven and earth 
forever, a wraith fluttering in the winds, car- 
ried here, carried there, but never to heaven. 

I was in these meditations when I became 
aware of the presence in my living room 
of my favorite ancestor, Moshe Ben Yan- 
kel. In a very remote time he was the sham- 
mos of the synagogue in his town. He was 
always piously faithful at his duties and on 
account of this he has been allowed to continue 
in the functions of shammos in heaven. He 
keeps everything in meticulous order in the 
celestial synagogue of the saints, gets around 
a great deal and knows almost everybody in 
heaven and has a great deal of influence. 

Whenever I fall into distressful theologi- 
cal doubts my revered ancestor comes to me. 
He seems to come out of my pipe on a wreath 
of smoke, though this, of course, is only a 
fantasy of mine, for I well know where he does 
come from. Anyway, a wreath of smoke curls 
about the room, settles finally on one of the 


bigger chairs and there sits my ancestor, Mos- 
he Ben Yankel. 

There he sat at the moment when I was 
meditating upon the conflict between the 
prayer book and my forgiving spirit. 

“Why,” I asked him, “should there be no 
hope for the slanderer. I can’t see Coughlin 
forever an exile on the outskirts of heaven.” 

“My child, he began ((he always calls me 
his child), “slander is not like other sins. The 
robber may restore the goods he stole. The 
murderer may by his own life pay in full for 
the life he has taken. The murdered man’s 
soul may go to its reward in paradise. But 
the slanderer... ” 

The slanderer, he said, never can overtake 
the falsehood he has sent out. Even after 50 
years a slanderous falsehood still goes about 
the world. A slander is like the vile maggott 
that reproduces its foulness through many 
generations. 

Can the slanderer go about and stop the 
falsehoods he has let loose in the world? Can 
he stand guard at every mouth and say, “This 
slander must not go any farther. It is false- 
hood. It is I who gave it out in the first place 
and I am sorry.” 

The slanderer’s falsehood goes from mouth 
to mouth, even from generation to generation. 
The pain that the slanderer inflicted upon the 
fathers afflicts also their children’s children’s 
children. By what penitence can the slanderer 
catch up with his slander? 

“What hope of heaven is there for the 
slanderer then?” my ancestor asked sadly 
enough, for he has always been a shammos 
who is reluctant to hurt anyone. 

Yet, knowing as I do, my ancestor’s gen- 
tle nature, I felt a final appeal in behalf of 
Mr. Coughlin might not be in vain with him. 
(There was a moment in his earthly life when 
he detected several of the Jewish youth of 
his town smoking cigars on the Sabbath in 
violation of the Commandment. He quickly 
turned his eyes away from this sight, saying, 
“that which my eyes refuse to see my mouth 
cannot condemn.”) 

I gave him an argument: Perhaps in a 
thousand years Coughlin could catch up with 
all his slanders and stop them. If he were 
allowed to live a thousand years he could keep 
going from highway to byway, from valley to 
mountain top, from city to hamlet, pursuing 
the falsehoods he gave out and stopping them. 
For a thousand years! 

“For my soul’s sake I want this slander 
stopped,” he could say as he kept going from 
the highway to byway, from valley to moun- 
tain top, from city to hamlet, for a thousand 
years. 

Then, after the thousand years, if no slan- 
der of his remained to fester on the earth, he 
could be admitted to heavenly grace and the 
chorus of the angels sing him a welcome. 

I suggested to my ancestor that he with 
his beneficient influence in heaven might make 
it possible for Coughlin to live a thousand 
years and to keep going from highway to by- 
way, from valley to mountain top, from city to 
hamlet pursuing his every slander and stop- 
ping it, through a thousand years. 

The gentle shammos replied that he would 
see what he could do.

I’ve done a lot of traveling 
throughout the state in the past 
two weeks, and now I have so 
many friends in almost every com- 
munity that I hesitate to mention 
my visits because someone who 
I failed to look up may now know 
that I was in their city. However, 
I have my alibi—I really am busy, 
and since I can get away only for 
a few short trips, I am torn be- 
tween what business I have to 
do and cultivating friendships. 

I started out with.Dan Frisch 
several weeks ago, to that parlor 
meeting in Burle Plank’s home 
in behalf of the Jewish National 
Fund Golden Book effort, and 
there I ran into my favorite Wil- 
liam Freund, who if anything 
looks better now than at any time 
that I’ve seen him.

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Fort Wayne Points Way For Evansville, Gary, South Bend 


HE EXPERIENCE of Fort Wayne, a Jewish 
community of something like a thousand 
souls, should point the way for Evansville, 
South Bend and Gary, all with Jewish com- 
munities larger than Fort Wayne’s, to the em- 
ployment of a full-time social worker, or as in 
Indianapolis and Fort Wayne, a director of 
their Jewish Federations. 


In Fort Wayne, the amount of money 
raised in that city’s annual Jewish drive has 
been tripled in the few years that Jack M. 
Finklestein, a trained social worker, has been 
in charge. In addition, the community has be- 
come alert to many of its other responsibil- 
ities, and if anything, Fort Wayne can boast 
one of the smoothest functioning community 
set-ups in the Middle West. 


All parts of the community cooperate in 


the work of the Federation, and whereas in 
many communities the director can be criti- 
cised for siding with the ruling clique, usually 
the Reformed element, Mr. Finkelstein has 
earned the esteem and allegiance of the Ortho- 
dox community by his decisions either in favor 
of Palestinian causes, where justified, or his 
never-ending fight for the support of the syn- 
agogue as the basis of Jewish living. 

In the public relations field alone, Mr. 
Finklestein has done so good a job that even 
if he had been employed for that purpose 
alone, he would have justified the selection of 
his employers. 

Certainly the experience of Fort Wayne 
indicates that the step from a volunteer set- 
up in local Federations such as Gary, Evans- 
ville, and South Bend to a paid executive 
should now be taken. 


Logic No Weapon Against War Marriages 


NE OF THE leading experts on the many 
0 problems involved in marriage, Rabbi 
Sydney E. Goldstein, who has been an author- 
ity on the subject for many years, told the New 
York State Conference on marriage and the 
Family, that war marriages should be discour- 
aged. His logic is infallible, and were logic 
a suitable weapon for dissuading young people 
who are in love, his words would be effective. 

Rabbi Goldstein argues thus: 


“I am convinced that war marriages 
should be discouraged. One of the diffi- 
culties with war marriages is that they 
are usually contracted in haste and ex- 
citement, not the mood in which to mar- 
ry. Marriage in order to survive must 
be based upon secure foundations, it is 
not merely a legal contract or an eco-_ 
nomic enterprise. It is a relationship 
that must rest upon biological conditions 
that are sound, psychological conditions 
that are adequate and ethical conditions 
that are high. It is utterly impossible 
for them to discover these conditions in 
each other when they are in haste and 
in a state of war hysteria. 


"If two people sincerely love each_ 
other their love -will survive the war 


without the risks of a war marriage. If 
they do not, it is better for marriage 
never to take place.” 

The perusal of any paper will show that 
the number of marriages has increased tremen- 
dously in the past year. The thinking brought 
about by the war has served to operate in 
young people in exactly the opposite way as 
that indicated by Rabbi Goldstein. 

The factors that tend to increase the num- 
ber of marriages can be enumerated without 
end: (1) many young people who formerly 
leaned on their families for their every deci- 
sion are now on their own, forced to make 
their own decisions, and revelling in their new- 
found freedom; (2) many girls formerly with- 
out escorts or attention are thrown into the 
company of soldiers whom they never would 
have met otherwise—the cadet corps is one in- 
stance of this; (3) young people visualizing 
the long months and maybe years of separa- 
tion from their sweethearts, decide to make 
it a closed question by marriage NOW; (4) 
the possibility of death before real life can be 
tasted and the happy-go-lucky attitude of all 
the population in this time of quick and excit- 
ing living. 

And then there is the age-old conviction 
of the female: “Get your man NOW.”
